An InteiCHtiDc Cnee. 


The State Journal of last evening- gavo 


a very brief abstract of the opinion ren- 
dered by tho supreme court in the case 
o£ Anna E. Pierce, appellant, vs. Steven 
C. Pierce, respondent. A fuller history 
of the case and opinion are given below, 
Anna E. Pierce and George M. Pierce 
woro husband and wife and the father 
and mother ot Harvey Pierce, deceased. 
Thoy resided in Kock county. George 
M. Piorce deserted his wife, Anna E. 
Pierce, and lived separate from his family. 
They had four children, of whom Harvey 
was one, end tho wife supported and 
maintained all of them, during tho life of 
Harvey, by her own labor and at her own 
cost and expense. Harvey, by the will 
ot hjs grandfather, had an estate worth 
about S900 snd the mother's claim for 
his support was found by the circuit 
court to bo about 51,400. 
Harvey died 


leaving as 
his 
only 
heirs 
his 


father and mother. The father conveyed 
away hia share ot the eBtato BO that it 
had come to his brother Steven C. 
Pierce, and on the^petition of the mother 
it had been diuuled. Tho mother pre- 
sented her claim to the county court for 
tho support of Harvey during his life, 
and asked that one-halt ot it be made a 
-charge upon such share of Harvey's es- 
tate a? came to him, in part Jto reim- 
burse her for tho support ot their son, 
Harvey, at a timo when it was his duty 
as a father to have wholly supported 
him . It was held that in equity his 
share ot such estiite ought to be so 
charged, and that the conveyances by 
which Steven C. Pierce obtained such a 
share and the partition were subordi- 
nate and subject to the final settlement 
o£ Harvey's estate, and (.the payment of 
all claims against it. Mr. Justice |Taylor 
dissented only from tho allowance of 
such claim so far as it was based upon 
the support of Harvey before ho had an 
estate,— Atadiaon Stale Journal.
